, FREAKS OF THE TIDE 


The Caldron of the Spotted Seas and 
the Amazon River Bore. 

To the ordinary tay mind the tides 
along our coast are most puzzling: He 
knows that the tidex rise and fall 
twice in twenty-four bours and that 
this depends in some mysterious way 
upon the moon. But if in his travels 
he sees a spot alung the shore where 
there {g no tide he is at a joss to ac 
count for it. 

To be exact, there is only one ocean 
in the world where the tides fullow the 
moon with regularity, and this is the 
great Antarctic basin And the reason 
is that there is the only place a sweep 
of water is to be found that is entirely 
uninterrupted by land ‘The enururbus 
waves caused by the mvoun’s attrac 
tion course round the world south of 
Cape Horn and the Cupe of Good 
Hope, witb absvlutely nothing to break 
them. Gere in our northern hemisphere 
great masses of land interrupt the 
tidal waves and, cowbined with the 
shallowness of the iniund seas, cause 
them to perform anti:s which seem 
Most strange. . 

The depth of the water has much to 
do with the tidal irregularities. Out tp 
the open ocean, where the tide is 
abnormal—about 5.40 fathoms—the 
speed of the waves is amazing When 
the depth decreases to tive fathoms 
the tide cannvt travel mure than Of 
teen miles an bour in Engiund for 
example, whicb is surrounded by nar- 
row, land broken sens, the result is 
that they get sowe of the most dan. 
gerous tidal races and currents to be 
found. The most formidable of these 
is the whirlpool between the tslands 
of Jura and Scarba. on the, west coast 
of Scotland. This ia known as the 
“Caldron of the Spotted Seas.” 

There the current runs at times at 
the rate of more thin twelve miles an 
hour, and the force of a beavy tidal 
current rushing up to the wide mouth- 
ed river forms what |s called a “bore.” 
A most striking example of this tidal 

* feature ig often seen on the Amazon, 
when a moving wull of water, reach- 
ing from bank to ban®@ aad to a height 
of more than twenty feet, will rusb in- 
land.—New York Sun.

INVENTOR OF TUBES, 


Str William Crookes Has Conferred 
Great Benefit on Race, 


Sir William Crookes, who has been 
elected president of the Royal So- 
clety; is in his eighty-second year, 
His advanced age does not affect his 
intellectual activity, and his life’s 
work has been such as to confer 
honor on the great office he has as- 
sumed. 

Sir William Crookes ts a London- 
er by birth, and studied. under the 
famous Hoffman at the Royal College 
of Science. At the early age of 
twenty-two he became superinten- 
dent of the Meteorological Observa- 
tory at Oxford.‘ Two years later he 
married, and he regards this as one 
of the wiest things he ever did. He 
is a firm believer in early marriages, 
for on one occasion he remarked: 
“I have not the slightest hesitation 
in saying that I believe married life 
is conducive to tongevity. It cannot 
be disputed that whatever tends to 
increase our happiness must exer- 
cise a very beneficial influence on 
our health, 

As a result of his researches Sir 
William discovered a new metallic 
element, ‘‘thallium,” and the first 


specimen was exhibited to the public | 


at the International Exhibition held 
in London in 1862. The following 
year he was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society. Continuing his in- 
vestigations, Sir - William invented 
the radiometer, which, though a 
very simple-looking glass tube, has 
been of the greatest service to sci- 
ence. Sir William’s name is linked 
up with the invention of tubes. of 
various kinds, and the ‘Crookes 
Tube” enabled Professor Rontgen to 
discover the X-rays. 

The venerable scientist has been 
an ardent photographer for nearly 
sixty years; and is justly entitled to 
be regarded as one of the pioneers 
in the art. His wife was usually the 
victim in his early days, and he was 
accustomed to say to her “Sit!” to 
which she replied, ‘It sounds like a 
hen.” Sir William Crookes has 
written a number of-scientific trea- 
tises, has been president of the 
Chemical Society and president of 
the Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
and amongst: other distinctions is a 
Royal Medallist and a Davy Medal- 
list. 


A Locust Swarm. 


A novel experience for a newcom< 
er to South Africa is to encounter a 
locust swarm. To dwellers on the 
High Veldt the sight is not unusual, 
but one’s first acquaintance with the 
pest is somewhat startling. 

A party of “‘newly-outs’” wag tak- 
ing the Journey-te-the Victoria Falls. 
When half-way across the Karoo, on 
a bright, sunny day, the sun sudden- 
ly became obscured, and the sky

Singly, they are-not danger- 
ous at all, but in swarms they are a 
menace to the crops. They will at- 
tack 1 village or farm, ahd devastate 
it in a night, leaving all the gardens 
and fields perfectly bare. Not a blade 
of grass escapes them,

THE FEVERISH BEE. 


Gets Hot and Worried and Literally 
Works Itself to Death. 


Everyone who has been stung by 
,@ bee knows the burning sensation 
that accompanies the sting. 

This is of course due to the acid 
that is injected by the little weapon 
fin the bee’s tail. But the experi- 
ence has led to a number of sayings 
Buch as “‘the hot end of the bee,” 
and 80 on. 

It now appears, however, that the 
bee actually is hot. The fever with 
‘which it works sometimes develops 
into a temperature so great as to 
partly cook the honey in the hives, 
and to actually bake the busy in- 
|aects themselves, Bee raisets have 
only recently found that this is the 
|reason for the wiping out of many 
{of their colonies imstead of, as had 
been supposed, the presence of some 
unidentified bacilli. 

- We speak of people getting “into 
a fever’’ over their work or worry, 
jand it is true that both things do 
|raise the temperature of human be- 
ings. Byt no human being ever gets 
into such a fever over either as to 
| cook himself to death. “This the 
! bee really do. 

The dominant, all consuming de- 
sire of the worker bee is to work. 
' It follows out this impulse until it 
dies. A-See will literally work it- 
self to death. That, in fact, is how 
all of them die except those who are 
destroyed by disease of accident. 
The bees and the ants are the most 
highly specialized creatures in the 
| world, 4 

It appears now that this highly 
specialized breeding of individuals 
(with a single dominant idea only is 
attended by dangers that carry their 
lesson tv man. 

The concentration of energy upon 
one task is so great that it keeps 
the bee busy every moment satisfy- 
ing it. Suddenly there comes a 
time when the energy outpaces the 
work. Then up goes the tempera- 
ture of the insect and it burns It- 
aelf up. In the same way, if its 
tasks are impeded th bee worries. 
The unused work energy stores it- 
self up more ‘and more, hotter and 
hotter grows the bee until it dics 
of its own fever. The extremely 
eurious thing is that one hot bee 
can apparently infect a whole hive 
witb its temperature, and the com- 
munity burns itself up.

DOMINION’S EXPLORER 


VILHJALMAR STEFFANSSON WILL 
FLY THR CANADIAN FLAG, 


Daring Young Scientist Who Starte 
For the Arctic Circle In May Will 
Be Eagerly Watched by Canadians 
Since Government Has Assumed 
His Support—Ridley College Mas 
ter ts to Go With Him. 


Vilhjalmar Steffanson, the famous 
discoverer of the blond Eskimos, whe 
will .be sent on a polar expedition 
next year on behalf of the people of 
Canada, will start from Victoria, B.C., 
in May in a whaler, belonging to Stef- 
fanson, and will stay in the north fous 
years. : 

Steffanson is a Canadian by birth 
although of Icelandic descent. and this 
may account for-his desire that Can 
ada share in the honor of the discov- 
ery of the lost white tribe. Certain 
United States interests relinquished a 
claim in the. subsequent, discoveries 
of this explorer on condition that the 
Canadian Government back it finan 
cially. The lands to be explored is 
the next trip will be those that lie 
hence 
it is considered right that the Dom 
inion finance the trip and receive the 
benefit. 

Steffanson’s previous expedition 
lasted five years and ended in the mid. 
dle of 1912, the findings forming the 
basis for interesting ethnological 
studies. It is his theory that the 
blond, red-haired, blue-eyed people, 
who dwell on Coronation Bay: and 
on Victoria Island, Prince Edward 
Island, are direct descendants of 
Norsemen, who sailed 982 A.D. for the 
coast of Greenland, but missed theirs 
course and landed on Newfoundland, 
hence were the discoverers of Ameri- 
ca. They numbered about 1,000 and 
made two considerable settlements. 


Steffanson claims they are not related 
to the Eskimos, differing from them 
in racial characteristics, customs 
appearance. He hopes to make ap 
extended study of them before theirs 
customs have been changed by inter 
course with white men. The civilize 
tion that prevails among them, he 
says, is that of the Norsemen 1,000 
years ago. As an ethnological study, 
the trip should prove of value to Can 
ada and the world. 

Steffanson announced that he want 
ed the expedition made up entirely 
of Canadians and he asked to heat 
from sturdy young Canadians, whe 
would like to undertake the trip.

Harvesting at Christmas.

A -peculiar-patterned scythe is 
used, very short-bladed and very 
long-handled, so as to cut as near 
the, roots as the muddy bottom will 
admit. The reaped reeds are then 
laid out in straight sheaves to dry, 
and when properly “‘seasoned’’ they 
are preferred before aught else in 
East Anglia for thatching ricks and 
cottages, and for filling horse-collars.

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MOTHER OF EXILES. 


Mme. Breshkovskaya Has Shown 
Splendid Heroism. 


The recent attempted escape of 
Mmé. Catherine Breshkovskaya, the 
“mother of the Russian revolution,” 
as she is‘called, from exile in dreaded 
Siberia, has again attracted world 
wide attention to this brave woman, 
now nearing her seventieth year, who 
is undergoing her second or ‘‘perpe- 
tual” term. She was sentenced to 
exile in March, 1910, after a trial, 
whose proceedings were followed 
with intense interest. The charge 
against her was conspiracy in con- 
junction with Nicolas Tchaikovsky, 
the “father cf the revolution,” who 
had been active for reform since 
1870. The man was acquitted. 

Because she would not plead for 
the Rus8ian Emperor’s clemency 
‘Mme. Breshkovskaya has been incar- 
cerated at Kirensk, a penal settle- 
ment 420 miles northeast of Irkutsk. 

At the time of her recent attempt 
to gain her freedom she went to din- 
ner under police escort at the lodging 
ofa fellow exile, Viadimiroff, and re- 
mained there till evening. Then a 
companion, Andreeff, dressed in 
Mme, Breshkovskaya’s clothing, 
emerged from the house supported by 
Viadimiroff, and, pretending to be a 
sick woman. Accompanied by the po- 
lice escort the accomplice hobbled to 
the lodging of Mme. Breshkovskaya 
and crawled into her bed, where he 
remained. ‘ 

Constabulary intercepted “a convey- 
ance speeding on the way to Yakutsk, 
on the river Lena, and recognized 
among its occupants Mme. Breshkov- 
skaya, dressed as a man. She had 
in her possession a counterfeit pass- 
port and a sum of money. 

In one of her letters to the outside 
world she tells of changed conditions 
in the opening of the exile’s” mail 
since the days of her first banishment, 
but adds that the habit of persecu- 
tion and espionage is so old that the 
guards are never tired of indulging in 
it. 

“During the festivfties of Christ- 
mas,” she continues, ‘‘when here 
many young persons disguise them- 
selves and go through the town with 
their masks, my keepers are afraid I 
will escape in that manner, and they 
run about like mad men, searching 
and looking after every one, intrud- 
ing themselves into every house sus- 
pected to be the pice of my visit. 

“Every path I ake is surveyed 
by a gloomy figure -hrouded in black 
furs from head to ‘oot and standing 
immovable near th: house I visit. 

“Without permission I cannot 
place my foot on the frozen river, for 
it would be regarded as an attempt 
to escape. All the night they are 
looking into the windows of my 
cabin.” 

In another letter to a friend she 
says: “I did not receive or hear of 
the money you sent me. Often my 
heart .overflows with sorrow, for 
there is need of help here, where 
many boys have their feet frozen. for 
want of a suitable booting. I feel I 
am responsible, for I consider the 
yourg people as my own children, 
my grandsons.”’ 

Another of the exiles in Siberia 
writes, ‘‘She cares for and mothers a 
thousand ex..es, giving them heart 
and courage.” 


Should Go To Holland. 


The Headmaster of Harrow, with 
his drastic anti-tobacco regulations, 
is evidently badly wanted in Holland, 
A census of smokers taken’the other 
day- among the boys attending nine 
elementary schools in a suburb of 
Amsterdam reveals that among the 
six-year-olds they number 10 per 
cent.; among those of 7, 16 per cent.; 
and 32 per cent. among those of 8; 
while in the sixth schooling year, at 
which the average age is 12, the per-~ 
centage has risen to 53. As it falls 
rapidly after the limi of compulsory 
attendance, the early use of tobacco 
would not appear to be an incentive 
to learning. It is the cigar, not the 
cigarette, which these Dutch manni- 
kins affect.—-London Daily Chronicle.

The Game Act. 


According to the Game Act all 
residents of the Province residing 
south of the 55th parallel who are 
not farmers residing on their farms 
require a license before hunting or 
shooting any game bird. This in- 
cludes wild geése. Although the 
open season for ducks and swans is 
now a little later in the year, being 
the 1st of September where formerly 
it was the 23rd of August and ex- 
tending until the 3lst December, 
the shooting of wild geese is permit- 
ted at any season of the year except- 
ing Sundays and between one hour 
after sunset and one hour before 
sunrise. The flesh of this bird must 
not be trafficed in without ‘first ob- 
taining the license provided for by 
section 16 of the Act. The Resident’s 
Bird Game License whichin previous 
years cost the sportsman $1.25 is 
now $2.25. 

As a great many of the residents 
of the province are interesting them- 
selves in fox farming we would warn 
them that there is now a close season 
on foxes extending from April Ist 
to Noyember Ist in each year. Dur- 
ing this time no person may hunt, 
trap take, shoot at, wound or kill 
any foxes without first obtaining a 
special permit to do so. Section 27 
of the Act gives particulurs with re- 
spect to such permits. It is also 
illegal for any person to export 
beyond the boundaries of the Pro- 
vince of Alberta any live foxes with- 
out first obtaining a permit, which 
in the case of animals reared on fur 
farms will cost $15.00. There are 
a number‘of other conditions which 
are specified in the regulations, any- 
one interested may get free copies 


from the “Chief Game Guardian’s 
Office, Edmonton.

Calgary Will Sell Its Big 
~ Automobiles. 


Light Cars To Be Bought for 
Departments to Cut Down 
The Repair Bills. 


The commissioners decided yesterday 
to put the knife down deep into the city’s 
automobiles garage and repsir bill. Com- 
missioner Graves brought up the subject 
at yesterday’s meeting. ‘‘ It’s getting to 
be something fierce,’’ sad he. ‘* We 
must do something to cut it down.’’ 

The commissioners agreed that there 
was no necessity Of some of the depart- 
ments sporting big, five-passenger, six- 
cylinder, 60 horse-power cars for their 
official trips around town, with the cor- 
responding big cost for up-keep and re- 
pairs. Calgary has good streets now, and 
it was voted that the big cars would have 
to go. 

Three of them will be kept, the nayor’s, 
the commissioners’ and the city engin- 
eer’s. The others will all be disposed of 
and light Ford cars bought in their stead. 
Commissioner Graves said heexpected to 
see the garage and repair bill cut 50 per 
cent. 

One advantage of the new cars is that 
spare parte and repairs can be obtained 


at the local agency. In the cise of some 
of the cars the city is now running, spare 

arts can only be procured in the United 
Btates. When there is a breakdown there 
is a long delay while the spare parts are 
being sent for, and, in the meantiine, a 
car has to be rented. That is one of the 
things that has been sending the bilts 
sky high.
